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Selectmen’s Report 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Orange: 


The Selectmen wish to thank the various departments for 
their fine cooperation during the past year. It was a pleasure to 
know that they kept within their budgets. The finance board de- 
serves a great deal of thanks for the great amount of work they 
are required to do each year without salary or a word of thanks 
from anybody. 


We are grateful to the citizens of the Town for voting to pur- 
chase the Red Arrow Garage for a municipal building. For the 
small amount it cost, we have an excellent as well as an efficient 
building. You will note a saving of $1200 in the budget for rent. 


There was only one Special Town Meeting held during the 
year which is a favorable sign. Special Town Meetings should be 
called only for emergency purposes and because it is hard to get 
the voters out, they should be held to a minimum. 


The Highway Department finished tarring 2900 feet on North 
Orange Road from Wheeler Avenue to the Town Farm Road, and 
built a new bridge at Conant Pond. At the south end of Lake 
Mattawa considerable work was accomplished as well as installa- 
tion of 1200 feet of guard rail. Drainage at Lake Mattawa was 
delayed for further information on the new by-pass. We were 
fortunate to have the State resurface East Main and West Main 
Streets. This was an excellent job with a very small expense to 
the Town. We are trying now to have South Main Street re- 
surfaced this year, but the drainage problem is going to be very 
expensive for the Town. 


There is a great deal of drainage work that should be ac- 
complished in the Town. A few of the most important ones are 
in the articles of the Annual Meeting. Another very important 
project which will call for considerable discussion is the Harring- 
ton Meadow Bridge. The State engineers have inspected this and 
say it is in a very poor condition and should be replaced. This 
cannot be done without Town expense. 


There are many problems which will come up in the near

future, namely schools, sewage disposal, etc., so we urge each 
voter to display more interest and study all major problems 
rather than to have their one favorite project.

Board of Selectmen 
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Highway Department Report 


The work of this department has been the regular upkeep of 
our roads, streets and sidewalks which are not included in the 
Chapter 81 or Chapter 90 maintenance. Projects included the fol- 
lowing: 


The removal of old concrete sidewalk and replace with new 
on South Main Street, the installation of 36 sq. yds. of bituminous 
concrete sidewalk on Kelton Street, the installation of 3 sq. yds. 
of bituminous concrete sidewalk on Grove Street, the installation 
of 22 sq. yds of bituminous concrete sidewalk on Pleasant Street, 
the installation of 64 sq. yds. of bituminous concrete sidewalk on 
West River Street, the hot top coating over the glass walk in the 
square on both East and South Main streets, the recovering of 
curb and installing new bituminous concrete approach on Con- 
gress Street, also the bituminous topping of gutter on Prospect 
Street from Summit Street to Ball Street. 


The removal of old and installation of 20 ft. of new 18” 
diameter metal culvert pipe on Cheney Street, the installation of 
31 ft. of 15” diameter metal culvert pipe on Walnut Hill Street, 
the installation of 21 ft. of 12” diameter metal culvert pipe on 
Walnut Hill Street, the installation of 20 ft. of 15” diameter metal 
culvert pipe on the Ox Bow Road, also the installation of 20 ft. 
pipe arch on Summit Street. The installation of 175 ft. of flex 
beam guide rail on the Wendell Depot Road. 


The sweeping and cleaning up of the business section of the 
town. 


The cutting and burning of brush on North Main, East Road 
and the North Orange Road. 


The installation of guide posts and rails on the Wendell 
Road, the installation of guide posts and rails on Dexter Street 
Extension, the installation of guide rails on the Holtshire Road, 
also the installation of guide posts and cable on the Tully Road 
at Worrick’s Shop and the painting of same. 
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The purchase and the installation of ten children crossing 
signs for the Parent Teachers Association. 


The gravel patching of streets and roads in the spring before 
Chapter 81 money is allotted. 


BRIDGES 


The bridge on the East Road was replanked and guide rail 
repaired and painted. 


The old plank bridge on the North Orange Road was re- 
placed this year with a new concrete bridge. 


It is hoped that the old plank bridge on the Tully Road will 
be replaced this year. 


MUNICIPAL BUILDING 


The Highway and Sewer Departments moved from Chase’s 
garage under date of September 27th, 1953 to their new quarters 
on East River Street which used to be called the Red Arrow 
Garage. 


We wish to thank the townspeople for their wise move in the 
purchase of this building. 


SNOW AND ICE 


During the year we plowed seven storms, a total of 32 inches. 
We plowed 23 inches in January, 6 inches in February and 3 
inches in April. 


The call for sand was cut almost in half this year as only 
682 tons of sand with 300 lbs. of rock salt to every 5 tons of sand. 
We delivered the usual amount of sand around to the houses for 
private use on sidewalks. The snow fence (namely 6700 ft.) was 
set in different sections of the town, also 20 sand boxes were 
placed in convenient places. 


We lost the use of the Sno-Go as Boston University reclaimed 
same. 


We hope that the townspeople will see their way clear to 
purchase a snow loader at the next Annual Meeting. 
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SEWERS 


We installed six new house connections this year. 


We flushed the main sewer lines where we have the most 


trouble. 
We purchased 200 ft. of new sewer rods. 


We hope that we can extend some of our main sewer lines 
this year. 


We had an extra lot of individual stoppages this year to clean 
out. 


CHAPTER 90 MAINTENANCE 


The work finished this year under this account is as follows: 


Warwick Road — a distance of .60 miles — 1917 gals. of MC-5 
Asphalt was applied; Wheeler Avenue — a distance of 1.75 miles 
—5000 gals. MC-5 Asphalt was applied; Tully Road — a distance 
of 2.25 miles — 6934 gals. of T-6 Tar was applied. A total of 6917 
gals of Asphalt and 6934 gals. of Tar was applied; covering 
53,973 sq. yds. of surface at a cost of $4500.00. 


CHAPTER 99 CONSTRUCTION NORTH ORANGE ROAD 


The North Orange Road was continued this year and it con- 
sisted of placing 555 tons of finish gravel for 1600 ft. and 2 ap- 
plications of Tar T-5 covering 3556 sq. yds. of surface using 2500 
gals. A seal coat of Asphalt MC-5 covering 3556 sq. yds. of sur- 
face using 1000 gals. was applied. A new concrete bridge re- 
placing the old plank bridge was constructed; 38 ft. of 15” dia. 
metal pipe was installed and 12 ft. of 12” dia. pipe was installed; 
1000 ft. of stock fence was set; 100 ft. of Flex Beam guide rail 
and 6 end wings were installed, 2 drop inlets, 1 catch basin, and 
1 head wall were installed. 


We also continued ahead by cutting down trees, removing 
stone wall and widening for a distance of 1300 ft. 
CHAPTER 90 CONSTRUCTION HOLTSHIRE ROAD 


The Holtshire Road was continued this year and consisted of 
placing 445 tons of finish gravel and then fine grading and the 
placing of 1796 gals. of Tar T-6 covering 2833 sq. yds. with a pea 
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stone cover and rolled. 


The installation of 1275 ft. of Flex Beam guide rail and 32 
end wings leaving a 5 ft. entrance to the Lake at each cottage. 


The installation of 137 ft. of 15” dia. metal culvert pipe, 4 
end wings and 2 catch basins. 


CHAPTER 81 


The maintenance and surfacing of all our streets and roads 
except Chapter 90 maintenance work is carried on under this ac- 
count. At the present time the State furnishes about 60 per cent 
of the total amount spent. The work constitutes the care and 
surfacing of both gravel and black top streets and roads with a 
total mileage of 76.51 miles of which 46.07 miles are black top 
and 30.44 miles of gravel. 


The usual program of dragging and scraping our gravel 
roads, both in town and the outlying districts was carried out. 
We also cut back the shoulders of the roads 3 to 6 ft. on the fol- 
lowing: Wheeler Avenue, Tully Road, Chestnut Hill Road and 
East River Street. 


The brush and grass was cut on all streets and roads with 
the Ferguson tractor with mower attachment. 


This year the Tar and Asphalt business was divided between 
the Barrett Co. the Koppers Co. and The Independent Coal Tar 
Co., using 18239 gals. of Tar and 19473 gals. of Asphalt covering 
following streets and roads; North Main 1.80 miles; East Road 
.25 miles; Fryeville .95 miles; Tully 2.10 miles; Walnut Hill .50 
miles; Kelton Street .15 miles; Cottage .15 miles; Prospect .22 
miles; High .20 miles; Mayo .10 miles;'Dexter .10 miles; Mechanic 
55 miles; Howe .04 miles; Battle .10 miles; Smith .15 miles; Bur- 
rill .30 miles; Chase .45 miles; Pleasant .10 miles; Blodgett .14 
miles; McKenna .05 miles; Clifton .10 miles; Rosemont .12 miles; 
West Myrtle .55 miles; a total of 9.17 miles of streets, and roads 
treated with Tar or Asphalt this year covering 95427 sq. yds. 
A pea stone cover was used entirely this year. The new tar work 
this year was Pleasant Street .10 miles; Blodgett 14 miles; Mc- 
Kenna .05 miles; Clifton .10 miles; Rosemont .12 miles; a total 
of .51 miles covering 5509 sq. yds.. 


The drainage consisted of the cleaning out of all catch basins 
and drop inlets after each storm. The installation of 100 ft. 
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of 18” dia. metal culvert pipe on South Main Street replacing 
broken V. C. pipe. The installation of catch basins on South Main 
and Kelton Streets, and the installation of 30 ft. of 15” diameter 
metal culvert pipe on Walnut Hill. 


This year under the heading of permanent work we com- 
pleted the gravelling, the drainage and the tarring of the Tully 
Road at the intersection of Creamery Hill. 


The continuation of the bituminous concrete on Summit 
Street; the cutting of trees; the widening and the excavating of 
the East Road, starting at the intersection of Route 2 and working 
North. 

The gravel patching was as follows: 52 cu. yds. on Royalston 
Road; 35 cu. yds. on Chestnut Hill; 24 cu. yds. on North Main 
and 49 cu. yds. on Ward Road. 

We widened with our power grader from 4 to 6 ft. East 
River; Tully Road and Holtshire Road near the intersection of 
West River; Creamery Hill and Chestnut Hill.

the Water Supply and Development Committee submits the 
following report: — 


Accepting the fact that the Town is badly in need of a 
water storage area, this special committee has held four 
meetings and two field trips. 


Our present water system is practically the same today as 
it was 59 years ago, with two main sources of supply, namely, 
Crystal Spring and Vorce’s Pond. 


If one were to consider Vorce’s Pond and the Reservoir as 
storage areas, the amount of water held in both together 
would supply the town for about five days. 


The following facts outline why this committee feels that 
the town of Orange should take steps to develop a water 
storage area. 


As previously mentioned, we have two main sources of 
supply. Crystal Spring produces about 50% of our water 
under normal conditions, and the balance comes from Vorce’s 
Pond. During the summer months and early fall, Crystal 
Spring drops to about 30%, and we gamble on Vorce’s Pond to 
produce enough to meet the demand. We might mention 
at this time that not too long ago a State Inspector con- 
demned Vorce’s Pond until such time as sufficient rain falf 
would raise the Pond to a satisfactory level. These facts, 
along with our modern equipment, such as automatic wash- 
ing machines, dish washers, etc., in the home, and increased 
demand in our factories, have put a tremendous burden on 
our present water supply. 


It has been suggested by the State Engineer, and in “Snells 
Report” in conjunction with the local Water Commissioners’ 
recommendations, that Hanson’s Pond be developed into a 
storage area by constructing a “low-earth”’ dam at the out- 
let of said Pond. If this is done there will be plenty of 
storage impounded to off-set a “dry spell” for a period of six 
to eight months, and at the same time would take care of any 
increased demand for water. 


Regarding Article 34 the committee makes the following 
Recommendations:— 


1. That since the stream which connects Vorce’s Pond and 
Hanson’s Pond runs through private property, and is de- 
pended upon as a part of our water supply, that a certain 
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amount of land should be purchased on either side of this 
stream, because it is unprotected and part of the way it runs 
through open pasture land. 

2. That test borings be taken in the vicinity of the outlet 
at Hanson’s Pond to determine the type of dam to be built. 

In conclusion, we therefore recommend that Article 34 in 
the Town Warrant be adopted.

REPORT 


Report of South Side Elementary Site Survey Committee ap- 
pointed by moderator under Article 42 of 1952 annual town 
meeting warrant. 


Some study has been given to several possible Elementary 
School sites on the south side of town. The committee does 
not feel that a definite site recommendation can be made at 
this writing due to certain unknown factors in regard to the 
sites and the plans ef the town and state. 

Several of the sites considered are on or close to one or an- 
other of the rumored state highway routes for the Route 2 
by-pass of Orange and Athol. It is the feeling of the com- 
mittee that with the change in state administration it may 
be possible to obtain within the next few months a more 
definite picture as to the probability of this by-pass con- 
struction and its route. The committee feels that a proper 
site recommendation for a school cannot be made without 
this more definite picture as to state plans. 
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It is therefore the committee’s suggestion that the study of 
possible school sites be continued. 
The foregoing is the brief report given out several weeks ago 
for inclusion in the printed town report. Since that time 
several additional meetings have been held and the com- 
mittee would like to amplify the report as follows. 
Fourteen sites in various sections of the town south of the 
river have been considered. Eleven of these have been re- 
jected as too small, too far from the center of population at 
about Cheney Street and West Myrtle Street, too low, too: 
steep, or unsuitable for other reasons. 
Analysis of sites has been based on information from the 
School Department and the State. The search has been for a 
site of ten acres or more, not too far from the population cen- 
ter, and suitable for development for an eight to twelve 
room modern school building with adequate access, outdoor 
play facilities, etc. 
The committee feels that the three remaining sites must be 
given more thorough study before a final recommendation 
can be made. This further study would include more 
thorough on-the-site study of contours, exposed ledge, swamp, 
etc., which can best be done this spring. This should be fol- 
lowed by an inspection of the site or sites by the State of- 
ficials to be sure any site chosen would be acceptable to the 
State. It should be possible to make a full report by late 
spring or early summer, 

The committee would welcome any suggestion or criticisms 
from the voters in regard to any of the three sites which are 
briefly described as follows. 


Site A is in the area bounded by South Main Street, Gay 
Street, Pleasant Street, and Carpenter Street. This site is 
close to the population center and has good possibilities of 
development. It would presumably be the most expensive to 
acquire, as three houses would have to be removed to permit 
proper development of the site, and even then the area would 
be one or two acres shy of the desired ten acres. 

Site B is in the area south of Spring Street and between Pleas- 
ant Street and Chase Street extension. There is sufficient 
acreage on gradually sloping ground with possible access 
from Pleasant Street near Gay Street and from Spring Street 
at the end of Fountain Street. No houses would have to be 
removed but grading and site clearing costs would be higher 
than for Site A. This site is also close to the population 
center. 

Site C lies to the southwest of the end of Chase Street in what 
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is commonly called the “Foster’s Dam” area. There is suf- 
ficient acreage on gradually sloping ground with access from 
the end of Chase Street. This site actually adjoins Site B but 
is a little further from the population center and at a slightly 
higher elevation. 

In the event that further study should prove all three of these 
sites unsuitable, it would probably be necessary to consider 
additional sites on West River Extension, East River Street, or 
south of Gay Street and Burrill Avenue. Such areas have not 
as yet been given serious consideration because of their con- 
siderable distance from the population center. 

This committee was appointed for the specific purpose of site 
study. In this preliminary study there is no cost to the town. 
If the Town is ready to take the next steps towards an ade- 
quate modern school system — to test the site by borings or 
soundings, to acquire the site, to hire an architect, etc. — 
funds will of course be necessary. It is hoped that during the 
next few months the voters will be given all possible in- 
formation about the school needs of the town so that a sound 
decision may be reached on the course to follow.

As required by Chapter 46, Section 15, General Laws of Massa- 
chusetts, notice is hereby given that the Town Clerk will furnish 
blanks for return of births, to parents, householders, physicians 
and registered hospital officers applying therefor. 

Parents are also informed that they are required to report 
birth of their children regardless of any other return that has 
been made from other sources. 

Parents please be certain that the recording of the record of 
the birth of your child is as you wish it to be recorded. Don’t 
leave it to any second or third party. 

Much inconvenience will be saved your children later in life 
if this small detail is attended to at this time. It is much easier 
to have the original record correct than it is to attempt to have it 
changed later. 


HAVE YOU A BIRTH RECORD? 


A birth certificate is a precious document. Sometimes it is: 
the only proof of a person’s American citizenship. Often it is the: 
one thing that can qualify him for a passport, a pension or em-. 
ployment in the State and Federal Government or in a defense 
industry. 

Yet, according to United States Census Bureau authorities, be- 
tween 40,000,000 and 50,000,000 Americans lack birth certificates. 
Doctors and nurses who attended their coming into the world ne- 
glected to file the necessary data at the city or town halls. Some 
States and many communities kept inadequate records, if they 
kept any records at all. And, in rare instances, disasters like fires 
or earthquakes destroyed the municipal books. 

In view of the fact that the situation is as bad as the Census. 
Bureau says, it would seem worth while for each citizen to ascer- 
tain his status in the birth certificate picture and to find out, be- 
fore it is too late, what he must do to get a satisfactory substitute 
for this enrollment.

Report of 4-H Club Work 


Numerically speaking only a small fraction of boys and girls 
in Orange are benefitting from the able and enthusiastic 4-H 
leadership existing in Orange. As has been the case for years 
there is a great need for more volunteer leaders for all projects to 
enable more boys and girls to benefit from the 4-H program. 

Miss Audrey Thompson and David Songer acted as canning 
and garden supervisors under the guidance of Mrs. Morton Brown. 


Canning 


There were 48 girls enrolled in the food preservation project. 
There were 1646 quarts of fruits, vegetables, and meats canned 
by the girls. Outstanding exhibits were put on at the Orange 
School Exhibit and at Franklin County Fair. A good share of the 
prize money at the Fair was won by Orange girls. 

Audrey Thompson, canning leader, was again named county 
‘winner in 4-H Leadership. 

‘ Even though home freezing is becoming a very popular 
method of preserving food, there is still plenty of home canning 
being done and still a need for canning as a means of supplying 
part of the home food supply economically. 


Garden 


Twenty boys and fourteen girls took part in the Orange 
Garden Club program which included both vegetable and flower 
garden work. More than 20 acres of produce valued at approxi- 
mately $1500 was raised, mostly for home consumption and 
canning. 

Under the able leadership of David Songer garden members 
from Orange put on excellent exhibits of vegetables and flowers 
at the Orange School Exhibit and Greenfield Fair. 

Bernard Davis was named County Garden Winner and was 
runner-up to the State 4-H Garden winner. 

The home garden is still an excellent means of helping with 
the family food budget and boys and girls should be encouraged 
to do their part in the family enterprise through garden projects.

Clothing 


Twenty-six girls enrolled in the 4-H clothing project. Most 
of them belonged to the Orange Blossoms 4-H Club led by Mrs. 
Martha Jones, Mrs. Gladys Brown, Mrs. Ellsworth Songer, and 
Mrs. Ethel White. Audrey Thompson also supervised a small 
club of older girls in clothing work. 

Many more girls would like to take part in this program, but 
more volunteer leaders are necessary before more youngsters can 
be handled. 


Other Projects 


Boys and girls of Orange also carried on Child Care, Home 
Furnishing, Foods, Dairy, Poultry, Horse, and Rabbit projects. 
Almost entirely this work was carried on by the individuals and 
not in organized clubs. Here again, lack of volunteer leaders 
deprives these youngsters of the guidance and leadership they 
need in their project work. 

The county of Franklin includes in its budget a sum of 
money to finance the canning and garden projects in Orange by 
providing paid supervisors for these projects. The Franklin 
County Extension Service provides technical assistance in all 
projects through its 4-H Club Agents. All of this is available to 
any resident of the Town of Orange. It is regrettable, however, 
that more: people do not take advantage of this assistance pro- 
vided through tax funds. More volunteer leadership on a local 
basis, more parent interest and cooperation, and more encourage- 
ment of the boys and girls in Orange would insure wider partici- 
pation in the program and make certain that the maximum value 
was being received for funds spent.

Report of Airport Commission 


We had a major change in our Airline service this year. 
Wiggins Airlines, who have dependably served us with Boston 
to Albany flights, were unsuccessful in their final appeal to the 
Civil Aeronautics Board for certificate renewal. 


Northeast Airlines in May inaugurated a new Montreal to 
New York City flight giving Orange 1% hour service to La- 
Guardia Airport. 


This has been a year of aviation anniversaries: 


It was the 50th year since the Wrights first flew — the 35th 
year of Air Mail flying — the 20th year of Northeast Airlines 
service to New England — and the 12th year of your airport 
operating as a municipal enterprise. 


Let’s look at this 12-year record for a moment. During World 
War II, aviation committees from Orange convinced the Civil 
Aeronautics Authorities in Washington that we had the proper 
site for a major airport development. 


Washington authorities stated that if the town would acquire 
the necessary land for development, $1,000,000 would be made 
available for this airport construction. 


It is a matter of record that the Town of Orange did buy 
the assets of the Athol-Orange Airport Corporation — then pur- 
chased the additional land needed for a total sum of $18,000. In 
1946 another portion of land including hangars and buildings 
was acquired from Millard Estey, Sr., for a sum of $15,000. Last 
year with Federal and State participation Orange was able to 
complete the seal-coating of our runways at a cost to the town of 
$8,000, making a total capital investment of $41,000. 


During this 12 years the Town has appropriated $22,200 for 
Operation and Maintenance; it has received $13,500 in Rental 
Fees and Tax Payments, showing an operating deficit of $8,700. 


This deficit of $8,700, if added to the Capital Investment of 
$41,000, gives a sum total of $49,700. Considering, however, that 
the town has had the use of an Air Force “Sno-Go” for the past 
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7 winters, it can be said even the above $8,700 deficit has been 
more than offset by the value derived from its use by the High- 
way Department. 


If we take into account that over a million was spent by the 
U. S. Government to develop our airport and this was largely 
spent for local labor and materials —it is reasonable to assume 
that Orange benefitted indirectly by at least 5% of this amount 
or $50,000, 


Last year, we are pleased to say, the airport rental fees ex- 
ceeded the operating expenses. 


The 1954 Budget of $2,000 has been set up on the basis of an 
assumed $2,000 Income. 


It is the hope of your Airport Commission that eventually an 
aviation firm can be induced to build a manufacturing plant at 
our fine airport.

Report of Civil Defense Director 


During the past year we have sent representatives of our 
regular town departments and other Civil Defense divisions to 
Civil Defense Schools and other meetings in an effort to keep up 
with the State and regional plans for emergency. 


At the present time several Orange residents are attending 
classes in amateur radio. 


Arrangements have been made to have Civil Defense films 
available for showing to groups and schools. 


Our regular town departments, Civil Defense, townspeople, 
and particularly the clergy of Orange did a splendid job in assist- 
ing the victims of the Worcester tornado area. All town depart- 
ments volunteered assistance. The Fire Department sent equip- 
ment and men each day for several days to aid in clearing the 
stricken area. Fairman and Frye, local contractors, also sent men 
and equipment for several days. The Minute Tapioca Company 
“and the Rodney Hunt Machine Company gave the use of trucks 
and drivers to transport food and clothing to the stricken Wor- 
cester area on each of the two nights following the disaster. The 
State Highway Department and the Erving Paper Mills donated 
the use of tarpaulin to help protect damaged homes. 


The experience of assisting the people of Worcester has 
shown us the necessity of being prepared fer emergencies. 


As you Know, our local National Guard did a splendid job 
helping out in Worcester. The Company has been issued some 
very fine radio equipment which should be very helpful in any 
emergency. 


Printed information regarding Civil Defense is available for 
distribution to groups or individuals. Anyone interested in Civil 
Defense is invited to leave his or her name at the Town Hall or 
contact the office of the Director.

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Report of the Visiting Nurse 


In September 1953, after many months of planning by the 
board members, the Visiting Nurse Association employed a second 
registered nurse. State and National public health authorities 
recommend the use of one nurse for every 2,000 to 2,500 popula- 
tion for communities following our type of program. This pro- 
gram includes: 


a 


Bedside nursing of the sick in their own homes. This 
may consist of giving a bath or any of the numerous 
treatments that nurses are qualified to perform under 
doctor’s orders. 


Health Supervision for persons of all ages. It is a recog- 

nized fact that prevention of disease is basic in any 
health program. Following this trend in public health, 

our health supervision program provides health education ' 
for expectant mothers, parents of infants, pre-school and 

school children, and adults of all ages. 


Maternity service for home deliveries and new born care 
for babies born at home or in the hospital. Many times 
the nurse is able to demonstrate, even to mothers of 
other children, easier methods of taking care of new born: 
babies to insure healthy and happy children in the future. 


Communicable Disease control work. The nurses assist: 
in the immunization clinics for pre-school and school chil-: 
dren. The nurses can also be called upon to supervise’ 
the care and isolation of communicable disease patients 
in the home. 


Tuberculosis control. Your public health nurses can be 
of great help in detection of early cases, as well as 
resource people for directing individuals to diagnostic 
and treatment centers. They can supervise the care of 
active or convalescent cases in the home, also. 


Crippled Children service. The nurses help in finding 
early cases that would benefit from the diagnostic and 
treatment clinics located throughout the state. Any child 
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who has an orthopedic handicap of any kind can be 
referred by his private physician to the clinics. 


7. School Nursing. The complete report of our school nurs- 
ing program will be found on another page. Combining 
school nursing with the above-named functions of the 
nurses, provides a more co-ordinated health program for 
the entire family and community. The two nurses work 
together to avoid duplication of nursing service to a 
family. 


As the policy of the organization has been in the past, the 
nurses work under the orders of the patient’s physician. Anyone 
in Orange, regardless of finances, can request the services of the 
nurses. There is now a telephone in the office — 985. The nurses 
try to arrange to be there to accept calls from 8:00 a.m. to 9:15 
a.m.; 1:00 p.m. to 1:30 p.m.; and 3:30 p.m. to 4:30 p.m., Monday 
through Friday. Emergency care can be given until the specific 
orders of the family physician are obtained At the present time, 
the fees are $1.50 per visit for regular calls, and $2.00 for appoint- 
ment service. 


Over 1,400 visits were made during the last year. Of this 
amount, 1,058 were morbidity visits (bedside nursing), 39 ma- 
ternity, 3 deliveries, 29 health supervision, 10 communicable di- 
sease, 271 school visits (home and office visits), and 5 ambulance 
calls. There were 49 free visits, 366 part-pay visits, and 697 
visits paid in full. In addition, the nurses made 194 visits to the 
schools. For the past four months (Sept., Oct., Nov., Dec.) the 
charges for visits was $415.00. 


It is the sincere desire of the nurses to help provide a well- 
rounded public health program for Orange. We are grateful for 
the loyal support of the Visiting Nurse Association board mem- 
bers, the local physicians, and all the citizens.

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Report of Board of Public Welfare 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


Old Age Assistance rendered during the year 1953 reflects a 
noteworthy decrease. There were 180 cases as of January 1, and 
160 cases as of December 31. During the year, 21 new cases 
were opened. 


The net cost to the Town of Orange for Old Age Assistance 
was $21,258.72. The total aid to recipients during the year was 
$151,202.52. Receipts from the Federal Government, State, other 
cities and towns, recoveries and cancellations amounted to 
$129,943.80. 


The Aid to Dependent Children caseload was 22 as of January 
1, and 21 as of December 31, considering a family unit as a single 
case. During the year, 4 new cases were opened. 


The net cost to the Town of Orange for Aid to Dependent 
Children was $7,172.21. The total aid to recipients during the year 
was $33,742.79. Receipts from the Federal Government, State, 
other cities and towns, recoveries and cancellations amounted to 
$26,570.58. 


Disability Assistance rendered during the year reflects a case- 
load increase. There were 18 cases as of January 1, and 25 cases 
as of December 31. During the year, 7 new cases were opened. 


The net cost to the Town of Orange for Disability Assistance 
was $4,953.81. The total aid to recipients during the year was 
$21,061.29. Receipts from the Federal Government, State, other 
cities and towns, recoveries and cancellations amounted to 
$16,107.48. 


The General Relief caseload was 12 as of January 1, and 15 as 
of December 31. During the year, 19 new cases were opened. 


The net cost to the Town of Orange for General Relief was 
$2,395.45. The total aid to recipients during the year was $7,564.34. 
Receipts from the State, other cities and towns, individuals and 
cancellations amounted to $5,168.89. 
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The public Welfare program rests on the recognition by the 
community as a whole of its responsibility for individual mem- 
bers of the community. This recognition of responsibility is ex- 
pressed in laws, regulations and directives issued at the Federal, 
State and local levels and administered through the Board of 
Public Welfare. The effective accomplishment of this program 
has been aided in a great measure by the helpful cooperation of 
the Orange Town officials, the several Town departments and 
their employees, and by the citizens in general.

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Report of Tree Warden 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


Fourteen dangerous and diseased trees, other than elms, were 
posted and disposed of during 1953. Also, pruning was done on 
many of the Orange Streets as well as in outlying districts. 


This Department has also been in charge of Gypsy and Brown 
Tail Moth suppression. During the late Fall and Winter the trees 
were checked on the streets in Town and outlying districts for the 
presence of larvae, and this was destroyed. Spraying for Brown 
Tail Moth and Gypsy Moth was done on the north and south sides 
of the Town of Orange as well as Fall Hill and some sections of 
Lake Mattawa. 


In connection with Dutch Elm Disease, Orange had only three 
cases of this disease. Elms in Orange, West Orange, and North 
Orange were checked for signs of the disease. This included tak- 
ing and sending samples to the laboratory in Amherst for testing. 
Also, all elm trees in Orange proper were sprayed for Dutch 
Elm Disease. 


Areas in Orange, North Orange and Lake Mattawa were 
sprayed with Estrone Brush Killer to destroy poison ivy, with 
satisfactory results. 


The main streets in Orange were checked for Oak Wilt Di- 
sease. There are no cases thus far.

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Report of Water Department 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The very dry weather of last summer and fall has shown how 
badly Orange is in need of increasing its present water supply. 
During the three month period when the Deep Well was being 
used almost constantly, a great many complaints were received. 
about both the taste and color of the water. Since the building: 
of the Water System the average monthly consumption has in- 
creased from four million gallons to a high this past year of a. 
little over twelve million gallons. It is very apparent that with 
the present Deep Well not proving satisfactory for use, a new 
supply must be developed. 


Two other projects the Commissioners have discussed and 
feel should be done in 1954 are: First: replacing the gate at the 
north end of Lake Mattawa. This gate helps control the level of 
the lake, but much more important it controls the flow of water’ 
to be used for power in case of an electric power failure. Until: 
a new gate is installed this is not possible. Second: The upper 
part of Vorce’s Reservoir should be dredged to clean out the muck 
and dirt that has been accumulating ever since it was first built. 
This would help a lot to improve the taste of our water.

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Report of the Planning Board 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The Planning Board submits the following report for the 
year 1953. 


Meetings were held on the first Tuesday of the month. 


Harry Holden resigned as a member of the Board and Ralph 
E. Spooner was appointed to fill his unexpired term. At this 
time, Harry Holden was appointed Superintendent of Parks by 
the Board. 


The Board took charge of the upkeep and care of Butterfield 
Park, Goddard Park in North Orange, and Central Park. In addi- 
tion to this, the Board kept Muzzey Field in proper condition for 
the Orange Industrial Softball League. The money required for 
this care and upkeep was appropriated from our regular funds as 
no provision has been made for the care and maintenance of Muz- 
zey Field which is not under the control of this Board. 


The Superintendent of Parks reported that he had to repair 
the toilet facilities and benches in the bleachers at Butterfield 
Park on several occasions. Also, it was necessary to repair the 
ticket booth due to damage. He also reconditioned and installed 
the raft at the bathing beach at Lake Mattawa. A new power 
mower was purchased for the use of the Superintendent of Parks 
which has proved to be very efficient and a great help in keeping 
the grass properly mowed. This has effected an appreciable sav- 
ing in time and money for this task. 


Miss Sally Wheeler was appointed Playground Instructor at 
Butterfield Park. 


Mr. David Grigalunas was appointed Life Guard at Lake Mat- 
tawa. 


The Board granted permission to the Orange Post No. 172 of 
the American Legion to use Butterfield Park during the 4th of 
July week for the purpose of staging a celebration. 
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The flagpole at the Town Park was damaged and was fre- 
paired through the courtesy of the Rodney Hunt Machine Co. to 
which the Board is very grateful. 


A bid was authorized for the removal of several trees, level- 
ing, grading, and seeding of the southeast portion of the playing 
field at Butterfield Park. The bid was awarded to George Wether- 
by and the work has been completed. The Board feels that this 
development will materially expedite the town’s having the facil- 
ities of a football field at its disposal. The use of Muzzey Field 
for this purpose is believed to be inadequate due to the lack of 
proper facilities for both the contestants and the spectators. It is 
hoped to be able to use Butterfield Park for this purpose in the 
1954 season. 


The Christmas tree at Central Park was trimmed and lighted 
under the direction of the Board. 


Members of the Planning Board met with several property 
owners to discuss their problems and to investigate matters con- 
cerning sub-division and acceptance of certain roads by the Town. 


It is hoped that in the ensuing year, the Board may be able 
to take over more of its responsibilities and endeavor to assume 
its proper relationship in the Town Government.

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Report of State Audit

Sir: 


In accordance with your instructions, I have made an audit 
of the books and accounts of the town of Orange for the period 
from December 1, 1952, the date of the previous examination, to 
December 12, 1953, and submit the following report thereon: 


The financial transactions, as entered on the records of the 
several departments receiving or disbursing town funds or com- 
mitting bills for collection, were examined and checked in detail. 


The books and accounts of the town accountant were exam- 
ined. The receipts, as recorded, were checked with the treasurer’s 
record of receipts, and the recorded payments were checked with 
the selectmen’s warrants and with the treasurer’s cash book. 


The appropriations accounts, as recorded on the ledger, were 
checked with the town meeting records kept by the town clerk, 
the transfers from the reserve fund were compared with the au- 
thorizations of the finance committee, and all other accounts were 
checked with information in the departments in which the trans- 
actions originated. 


The ledgers were analyzed, a trial balance was taken off, 
and after the necessary adjusting entries were made, a balance 
sheet showing the financial condition of the town on December 
12, 1953 was prepared and is appended to this report. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were examined 
and checked in detail. The recorded receipts were analyzed and 
compared with the records of the departments collecting money 
for the town and with other sources from which money was paid 
into the town treasury. The payments were checked with the 
warrants authorizing the disbursement of town funds and with 
the town accountant’s books. 
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The cash book additions were verified, and the cash balance 
on December 12, 1953 was proved by actual count of the cash in 
the office and by reconciliation of the bank balances with state- 
ments received from the depositories. 


The payments on account of maturing debt and interest were 
checked with the amounts falling due and with the cancelled 
securities and coupons on file. 


The savings bank books representing the investment of trust 
and investment funds were examined and listed, the bequests 
were checked, the income was proved and the amounts withds.wn 
were compared with the recorded receipts of the treasurer. 


The tax title register in the custody of the treasurer was 
analyzed and checked with the accounts of the town collector and 
the town accountant. The amounts received on account of re- 
demptions were checked, the tax title accounts foreclosed and 
transferred to tax possessions were verified, and the outstanding 
accounts were listed and proved with the town accountant’s ledg- 
er accounts. 


The records of payroll deductions on account of Federal taxes, 
and county retirement system, and Blue Cross and Blue Shield 
were examined and checked. The payments to the Director of In- 
ternal Revenue, the county treasurer, and the Massachusetts Hos- 
pital Service, Inc., were verified, and the balance to the credit of 
the town employees were listed and proved with the card records 
and with the town accountant’s ledger. 


The books and accounts of the town collector were examined 
and checked in detail. The accounts outstanding at the time of 
the previous examination, as well as all subsequent commitment 
lists of taxes, assessments, departmental, and water accounts, 
were audited and proved with the warrants issued for their col- 
lection. The collections, as recorded, were compared with the pay- 
ments to the treasurer, the abatements were checked with the 
records of the assessors and other departments authorizing them, 
the transfers to tax titles were checked, and the outstanding ac- 
counts were listed and proved with the town accountant’s ledger 
accounts. 


The outstanding accounts were further verified by mailing 
notices to a number of persons whose names appeared on the 
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books as owing money to the town, and from the replies received 
it appears that the accounts, as listed, are correct. 


In listing the outstanding accounts, it was noted that taxes 
are outstanding as far back as 1949 and departmental accounts 
are open as far back as 1934. It is urged that immediate action 
be taken to bring about the complete settlement of all delinquent 
tax and departmental accounts. 


The appropriations were listed from the town clerk’s record 
of town meetings, and the amounts voted were compared with 
the aggregate appropriations raised by the assessors in the com- 
putation of the 1953 tax rate. 


The financial records of the town clerk were examined and 
checked in detail. The receipts on account of dog and sporting 
licenses were checked with the record of licenses issued. The 
payments to the town treasurer and to the Division of Fisheries 
and Game were verified, and the cash on hand December 12, 1953 
was proved by actual count of the cash in the office and by 
reconciliation of the bank balance with a statement furnished by 
the bank of deposit. 


The surety bonds of the officials required to furnish them for 
the faithful performance of their duties were examined and found 
to be in proper form. 


The records of the public welfare department pertaining to 
old age assistance recoveries and Federal grants for disability as- 
sistance, aid to dependent children, and old age assistance were 
examined and checked. The recorded collections were listed, the 
payments to the treasurer were verified, and the accounts were 
checked with the town accountant’s ledger accounts. 


The accounts of the sealer of weights and measures were 
examined. The receipts were checked with the record of work 
done, payments to the treasurer were verified, and the cash on 
hand December 12, 1953 was proved by actual count. 


The records of collections of the school department on ac- 
count of the school lunch program and the high school athletic 
fund were examined and the payments to the treasurer were veri- 
fied. 
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The records of the Wheeler Memorial and North Orange 
Branch libraries relative to collection of fines were examined and 
checked. The payments to the treasurer were verified, and the 
cash on hand December 30, 1953 was proved by actual count. 


The books and accounts of the treasurer of the Eastern 
Franklin Veterans’ Services District were examined and checked. 
The recorded receipts consisting of assessments received from the 
towns which are members of the district were checked with the 
treasurer’s record of receipts. The payments for salaries, ad- 
ministration expenses, and Federal taxes were checked with the 
cancelled checks on file. 


The cash book additions were verified, and the cash balance 
on December 12, 1953 was proved by reconciliation of the bank 
balance with a statement received from the depository. 


The surety bond furnished by the district treasurer was ex- 
amined and found to be in proper form. 


There are appended to this report, in addition to the balance 
sheet, tables showing a reconciliation of the treasurer’s cash, 
summaries of the tax, excise, assessment, and departmental ac- 
counts, as well as schedules showing the transactions and con- 
dition of the trust and investment funds. 

During the progress of the audit cooperation was extended 


by all town officials, for which, on behalf of my assistants and 
for myself, I wish to express appreciation.

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Report of Superintendent of Schools 


The Annual Report of the Superintendent of Schools is here- 
with submitted to you. This is the twenty-fifth in this series of 
reports. 


Included in this account are the reports of our associates, 


ENROLLMENT 

According to our registrations during the past few years, and 
from our census statistics, it is obvious that our total school en- 
rollment will continue to increase. Because of these increases, 
we shall be forced to carry on with large classes, in fact too 
large. When schools re-opened in September, the registrations 
in grade one were 154. These first grade pupils were divided 
into four classes: 39, 38 at Cheney, 41 at Central and 39 at Dex- 
ter Park. With another large entering class in prospect for Sep- 
tember, 1954, we are faced with a recurrent problem: Where to, 
place our pupils. The situation is really critical. Shall we re- 
combine and redistribute the upper grades having two eights of 
49 each or three sevens of 41 each, or shall be have overcrowded 
rooms in grade one, two and three? 


Grade one, because of the nature of instruction, should not 
have over 30 children. Nevertheless, present indications are that 
next fall we shall have 35 to 40 again in each of the four classes 
of beginners. We are now using, not including Gale-Brooks, 27, 
all our available rooms for classes for grades one to eight. Next 
September we shall need 28 classrooms for these grades. Yet we 
do not have a 28th room. The problem of finding additional 
classrooms from year to year is becoming more and more acute. 
We may “stall” or evade the issue, but eventually we must face 
the situation seriously and with a definite plan of procedure. 


We could raise the entrance age to six, thereby eliminating 
about 30 pupils. However this would only postpone decisive ac- 
tion for one year, and then in 1955, 1956, etc., we would be faced 
with the same predicament. 


This most important problem needs your earnest, thoughtful 
attention. Its solution is being delayed temporarily. First, be- 
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Wes 


cause our Town Moderator as of December 31, 1953 had not been 
able to find a chairman for the South Side School Building Com- 
mittee, and second, the Building Committee cannot take active 
steps in obtaining plans, site, etc., because no funds for this pur- 
pose were appropriated last March.

Mrs. Myrtle MacKay, Supervisor of Music in Orange for 
thirty years, resigned last June. It was decided to combine high 
school instrumentatal and vocal music with the elementary 
school program under the guidance of one instructor. Our high 
school director, Mr. Malcolm Hall, was given the appointment. 

Mr. Stephen Maniatty, Supervisor of Drawing, resigned in 
June; this vacancy was filled by the appointment of Miss Helen 
Cupak. 


REPAIRS 


Many substantial repairs were completed last year under the 
supervision of the Committee. Storm and lightning damaged 
several of our buildings. Lightning struck the high school and 
partially wrecked the power wiring, and also the chimney. 
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At Gale-Brooks, late in the fall, wind caused considerable 
damage by blowing off several rows of shingles; the cupola also 
was shaken loose. These two items — roof and cupola, have 
been repaired. Unfortunately, “wind” insurance is not included 
in any of our policies. Also corrected is the north entrance where 
the wooden steps rotted; these had to be replaced. Other repairs 
at Gale-Brooks included the walls and toilet room on the west 


side. 
Central School roof leaks have been repaired for the time 


being. 


Other big repair jobs included a new asphalt roof, over the 
high school auditorium, also new cornices and pointing of. bricks. 
around the building. 


The high school auditorium was completely redecorated dur- 
ing the Christmas vacation. 


Another undertaking in the high school had to do with the 
changing over of the band quarters from room 25 to 17. Here the 
job of sound procfing was not wholly completed. The installatiom 
of an acoustic ceiling needs further consideration. 


REPAIRS 1954 


Several repair jobs for the ensuing year are dictated by dire 
need. These are the painting of all exterior wood trim, windows, 
doors of Central, Cheney, South and High Schools. 


In the high school a new ceiling should replace the badly 
broken one in the boys’ locker room; an oil burner in the hot 
water heater would be a big improvement; and the kitchen 
should be renovated and modernized in order to save unnecessary 
labor in the preparation of high school lunches. Under House- 
hold Arts, since the cost is low, we should continue replacements 
and also a re-arrangement of equipment with particular reference 
to the sink and ranges, in accordance with: suggestions made by 
the State Department. 


Five rooms, in the high school, which are still improperly 
and inadequately lighted, should have modern fixtures installed 
during the summer. 


For the future, we should be thinking of replacing the old 
furnaces in South and Cheney by oil burning apparatus. 
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NEW EQUIPMENT 


_ Due to a change-over in grades it was necessary to remove 
the old desks and replace the same with new movable table desks 
and chairs in Central 7M. It will be necessary to do a similar re- 
placement job in 1954 to Central 5 and Central 7A. In both 
rooms, desks are not suitable in size, and both are obsolete and 
worn out. 


Orange High School | 


This is my sixth annual report as Principal of Orange High 
School. 


The following high points of the past year are worthy of note: 


1. -An additional teacher was added to the staff to take over 
the extra classes required because of increased enrollment. An- 
other teacher will be needed next September because of the large 
classes coming into high school starting next fall, which will 
necessitate additional divisions of such classes as Civics, General’ 
Science, Biology, etc. 


2. The Driver Education program was rounded out with the 
addition of a new Ford car provided through the auspices of 
Cormier Garage for the purpose of “Behind the Wheel” instruc- 
tion. The car was formally accepted on September 21, 1953, at 
‘which time representatives of the Registry of Motor Vehicles were 
‘present and talked to the students about the value of this pro- 
‘gram. The instructor in Driver Training is Mr. Francis Mc- 
Sweeny who devotes three afternoons each week to this work. 
‘The first two groups completed their training between the start- 
ing date and the end of December. All students who took the 
road test with the registry examiner were passed. There were ten 
pupils in all. The third group is now under instruction. The 
classroom instruction, entitled “Driver Education,” which teaches 
safety and driving rules, is under Mr. William Phelon. 


3. Fifty-two students were given aptitude tests through the 
cooperation of the Athol State Employment Office. The students 
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continue to express enthusiasm for these tests and the accom- 
panying forty-five minute interview for each pupil after the test 
results have been interpreted. 


4, Further unification of the English instruction with the use 
of a more thoroughly refined syllabus for all four years, which 
means a greater uniformity of instruction and a more effective 
transition from one grade to the next. 


5. The fifth annual evening Christmas assembly on Mon- 
day evening, December 21, 1953 with more than one hundred 
twenty-five students participating under the direction of Mrs. 
Ryan and Mr. Hall. 


6. Athletics continued under the able supervision of Frank T. 
Waters. Further progress was made toward our goal of more 
Student participation. The need for additional equipment and 
funds is most important. 


7. The Band under Mr. Hall’s direction experienced several 
high points during the year, but the most outstanding of these 
‘was the performance at Braves Field for the Boston University- 
Villanova Football game at which time we joined with Deering 
High of Portland, and Boston University bands. Both high school 
bands were introduced to the thousands of people present as the 
‘two outstanding bands of New England. It was gratifying to 
read in several of the metropolitan papers the many special re- 
‘marks made about the bands. We have since received several 
letters from individuals adding their own interesting comments. 


FUTURE NEEDS 


The physical facilities of the building continue to need care- 
ful attention. The following (in addition to those listed in the 
superintendent’s report) are some of the more urgent problems: 


1. Immediate purchase of two electric floor cleaners and 
‘polishers to facilitate cleaning of the larger floor areas in halls 
-and gymnasium. 


2. Continue the installation of electrical outlets in the class- 
rooms, many of which are still without this convenience. 


3. Replacement of outmoded light fixtures under the gym 
balcony with some kind of heavy duty protected types. 
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4. Installation of an incinerator either inside or outside the 
building. 


FUTURE ENROLLMENTS 


Each year I have tried to take a look into the future enroll- 
ment of this school. I have done this because the great increase 
in grammar school enrollments means that in a few years all of 
these increased numbers of pupils will converge on a high school 
building whose physical facilities are inelastic and unable to 
contain such numbers. I ask, how will the problem be met? To 
date, no answer is forthcoming. 


In my report last year, I included a chart which showed the 
trend of high school enrollments for the next eight years. By 
1960 we can expect a student body nearly double our present 
number. With the facilities we have at present we cannot handle 
more than fifty additional students. Where do we go after that? 
One new grade school has been built and there is talk of still 
another. Yet we do not hear any discussion about housing all 
the children from all of the grade schools, both old and new, 
when they finally begin to reach the high school in a matter of 
four or five years. Does this mean that we will be forced into 
the two platoon system with its resulting costs and educational 
disadvantages? If possible, it is a condition that should be 
avoided. 


The problem is coming closer with each passing year and 
some careful planning should be forthcoming before the children 
are actually encamped on our doorstep clamoring for admittance. 


I wish to thank everyone in the school department and the 
town who has contributed time, money, and effort to aid the high 
school during the past year. There have been many, and their 
continued interest is immensely appreciated. 


Supervisor of Music 


Malcolm Hall 


I have the following to report for 1953. The first part con- 
cerns the High School. 

Our High School Band had another very busy year with ap- 
pearances at local and out-of-town high school football games, 
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also at Senior Play, Rallies and Assemblies, parades on Me- 
morial Day in Orange and Northfield, Flag Day, Independence 
Day, New Salem Celebration, Greenfield Celebration, and Frank- 
lin County Fair. In addition we participated in our Spring Con- 
cert, at the Western Massachusetts Music Festival, and we were 
honored guests at Boston University along with Deering High 
School Band of Portland, Maine, for the Boston University- 
Villanova Football game on November 14, at Braves Field. Five 
high school band members were in the All-State Band at Spring- 
field last February where they had three days of inspired direc- 
tion under Dr. William Revelli, Conductor of the University of 
Michigan Band. For the second year, seven of our senior players. 
took part in the Band of New England at the Boston Garden. 
This two-day affair took place in April. Experiences such as 
these are most worth while to students. The annual Boston Pops 
Concert trip for members of the high school band was carried out 
in June during Commencement week. This is without doubt the” 
finest music appreciation effort of the entire year. 

The high school orchestra played for the Cabaret Night, Open 
House, Christmas Assembly and other school programs. 

The high school glee club sang for the Spring Concert, Caba- 
ret Night and Christmas Open House Assembly. Due to illness, 
the Minstrel Show had to be eliminated. 

During the year, special programs were presented by mem- 
bers of the high school music department, with both vocal and 
instrumental numbers, for the Kiwanis Club and the Orange 
Teachers’ Club. 


The second — the Grade Schools. 

Our Junior Band performed at Western Massachusetts Music 
Festival, Spring Concert, Orange-Arms football game, Memorial 
Day Parade, Flag Day Parade, Fourth of July Parade, Central. 
School Christmas program in the Town Hall and other in-school 
programs. 

Gale-Brooks School Band played at Spring Concert, Music 
Festival, Memorial Day Parade and for its own Operetta. 

Dexter Park School played for the Spring Concert, Music Fes- 
tival, and in-school programs. 

Central — South beginners’ group played for the Spring Con- 
cert, Music Festival and Memorial Day Parade. 

Since September 9th, I have been supervising grade school 
music with a program with the objective of making music a 
pleasurable, satisfying experience with emphasis on singing, 
practical theory, appreciation and creative activities. With the 
acquisition of recording aids, which will be of valuable help to 
the classroom teacher for the music periods other than when 
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the supervisor is present, and the continued cooperation of the 
teachers, I am sure that good results will be attained. I find that 
‘we have many capable and interested teachers in music, and 
have been pleasantly surprised at their good work. <A splendid 
example of accomplishment was shown by the caliber of music 
sung by the Gale-Brooks children at their “Pops” Concert in 
North Orange on the evening of December 7th. 

In closing I want to express my appreciation to you for the 
support of our musical endeavors, to the School Committee, and to 
the public in general. I believe that music is one of the best 
forces for teaching lessons in good citizenship, which is the first 
and most important of all teachers’ obligations. | 


Supervisor of Art 


Helen M. Cupak 


Enthusiasm and enjoyment is the keynote of the art work of 
children. I have tried to stimulate this enthusiasm and to con- 
vey my love of creating to my art classes. This is pleasant and 
happy work — for all children possess a natural love of making 
and creating pictures or things. 

Children in my classes have been exposed to wide divergen- 
cies in the methods of art education due to having an ever mov- 
ing line of art teachers. Yet somehow it has not been a problem 
to pick up the threads and continue along, for art — unlike math- 
ematics, is not taught by rule of thumb. Art is learned and 
understood by the senses, the reason giving order to what the 
heart has felt. Therefore, the creation of a picture is a very per- 
‘sonal expressive thing, and I as a teacher have respected each 
picture or design as such and silently applauded every sincere 
attempt at self-expression. 

I have tried to co-ordinate art with school subjects when 
possible, but not so much that it would lose the sparkle and fun 
it should have, and become too associated with routine seat work. 

The art program has been wide and varied, including much 
figure drawing, paste-up mural work, cut-out paper, picture com- 
position, and poster projects, always stressing good color, design, 
form and good taste. 

Besides the traditional crayon and paper, I have tried to ex- 
pose our children to a variety of media such as poster paints, 
water colors, charcoal, chalk, and plasticine. 

The classroom teachers have been very gracious in co-operat- 
ing with the art program and helping the children to use their 
art skills to aid them in other school work. 
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Athletics and Physical Education 


Frank T. Waters, Jr. 


A weil deveioped program of athletics and physical educa- 
tion was completed during the year 1953. According to the sched- 
ule, physical education classes for high school girls met on Mon- 
day and Wednesday, with classes for high school boys on Tues- 
day and Thursday. Our work on Friday was devoted to the gram- 
mar school boys. 

The interscholastic sports program, as in former years, was 
again conducted for boys and girls alike. By the formation of 
J.V. and Freshmen teams, in addition to our regular varsities, we 
have tried to have as many students as possible participating 
actively. 

We have been aided this past year by two students from the 
University of Massachusetts who were sent to us for practice 
teaching and coaching. They were Mr. Anthony Cirillo of Water- 
town and Mr. Donald Ormrod of Worcester. I also had the help 
of our regular staff: Miss Patricia Ryan who coached the girls’ 
basketball and softball teams, and Mr. Henry Sanders who 
coached the boys’ basketball and assisted in football and base- 
ball. 

The grammar school teams included football, basketball, and 
baseball and were coached by Mr. Frederick Ellis. 


School Physician 


Kirke L. Alexander, M.D. 


The first year of following the State recommendation of ex- 
amining every other grade seems to have worked out very well. 
Sixty-three parents were present. Doubtless more would have 
come if they could have arranged it. 

The conference with the parent about the child during each 
step in the examination is helpful and gratifying. Defects can 
be shown, and ways of correction suggested, to which the family 
gave little attention by the old method of sending notice home 
by the child. As I have pointed out, correction is the important thing, 
and our new School Nurse Program is most efficient in the follow- 
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up of cases needing definite treatment. You will note that 82 
home visits were made by the nurses. 

Parent interest and education in child health is increasing 
rapidly. Nearly all people wish their children to be as healthy 
as possible and are willing to take any measures to obtain cor- 
rection of defects or deficiencies. 

Your attention is called to the appended record of work done 


which should be carefully considered.

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School Nurses

In September 1953, the schools acquired the part-time serv- 
ices of two nurses. This was made possible when the Visiting 
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Nurse Association in cooperation with the School Department em- 
ployed a second nurse. While each nurse takes care of the 
schools in her district, they work together to prevent over-lapping 
of services. The two nurses are in the process of establishing a 
strong school nursing program, which should help in improving 
the general health of the children of Orange. 

A definite time schedule for weekly visits to each school was 
worked out between the nurses and principals. This provides 
time for nurse-teacher and nurse-pupil health conferences. The 
First Aid kits in all the schools were revised and standardized. 
‘The nurses frequently check the kits and restock them. 

Soon after school opened in the fall, immunization request 
forms were sent to the parents of all first grade pupils. The 
nurses assisted Dr. Alexander in giving thirty-four children, three 
injections each of Triple Antigen. Also, forty-seven children were 
given booster injections. Since first grade children have many 
adjustments to make, it would be far better for the immunizations 
to be done before they start school, by the family doctor or Board 
of Health Clinic. 

Following recent revisions in the law, several changes were 
made in the physical examination program. Notices were sent 
to all parents of children scheduled for the clinic. If they so de- 
sired, parents could have their family physician take care of the 
examination. The doctor is requested to fill out a health record 
and return it to the school, with his recommendations. The school 
physician did examinations on pupils in every other grade, from 
the first through the eleventh grade. New students, and those 
with special health problems were also examined by the school 
doctor. 


By doing fewer examinations, it was possible for the nurse to 
invite parents to be present at the examination. Also, the doctor 
was able to devote more time to each child and discuss his health 
problems with the parents. While inadequate facilities in all of 
the schools, except Dexter Park, prevented us from having an en- 
tirely satisfactory health conference of the school physician, par- 
ents, pupils and school nurse, it was felt that the new arrange- 
ment was an improvement. After the examination of each class, 
notes were sent home to parents and home visits were made on 
serious defects. The nurses discussed with teachers the health 
problems of their pupils in order that they could cooperate with 
the doctor and nurses in corrective measures. Since the teachers 
see the pupils daily, they are in a position to note many changes 
in their health. 

The two nurses took special classes at the University of Mas- 
sachusetts in examining vision with the Massachusetts Vision 
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Testing equipment, and in examining hearing with the Audio- 
meter. We are now in the process of testing the vision of all 
students. If a child fails some part of this screening test, and 
also fails a second testing, notes are sent home to the parents. 
Home visits will be made where parents need assistance in plan- 
ning for a thorough examination by a specialist. Audiometer 
testing will be done as soon as possible. 


Much time has been spent by the nurses in controlling pedic- 
ulosis by individual and classroom inspections, and home visits 
for treatment demonstrations. Daily inspections of the children’s 
hair by parents would greatly reduce the incidence of this 
nuisance disease. 


The Wood Lamp has been used to check for ringworm of the 
scalp. A few old cases were found to be still active and several 
new cases were discovered. All cases are under treatment. 


The nurses urge parents to contact them about any health 
problems of their school children. Any improvement in the 
health of our school children will be accomplished only through | 
the close cooperation of the school personnel, including the 
teachers, school physician and nurses, and the family physicians, 
the students, and the parents.

4. Provide a hot lunch program at Gale-Brooks. If possible, 
construct a kitchen and storeroom on the southeast corner of the 
multi-purpose room. 


5. Install oil burning apparatus in Cheney and South.

IN THE NAME OF THE COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHU- 
SETTS, you are hereby directed to notify and warn the inhabitants 
of said Town, qualified to vote in elections, and in Town affairs, 
to meet at the Town Hall in said ORANGE, on Monday the first 
day of March next; at 8:00 o’clock in the forenoon, then and there 
to act on the following articles: 


ARTICLE 1. To choose by ballot the following town officers: 
A Moderator for one year; one Selectman for three years; one 
Assessor for three years; one Town Clerk for three years; three 
Constables for one year; one tree warden for one year; one mem- 
ber of the Board of Health for three years; two trustees of Me- 
morial Hall for three years; one member of the Board of Public 
Welfare for three years; two members of the School Committee 
for three years; two Library Trustees for three years; two mem- 
bers of the Planning Board for three years; two members of the 
Airport Commission for three years; one member of the Airport 
Commission for two years to fill a vacancy; one member of the 
Airport Commission for one year to fill a vacancy; one water com- 
missioner for three years; one Cemetery Commissioner for three 
years. All the above named officers are in accordance with the 
vote of the Town, to be chosen on one ballot. For these purposes 
the polls will be opened at eight o’clock A.M. and will be closed 
at 7:00 P.M. 


ART. 2. To hear any reports that may be presented, or take 
any action in relation thereto. 


ART. 3. To see if the town will allow any accounts that may 
be presented, or take any action in relation thereto. 


ART. 4. To see if the town will vote to fix the time for pay- 
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ment of taxes, the date when interest on unpaid taxes shall be- 
gin and the rate of interest to be collected, or take any action 
in relation thereto. 


ART. 5. To see if the town wiil vote to authorize the town 
treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money 
from time to time in anticipation of the revenue of the financial 
year beginning January 1, 1954 and to issue a note or notes there- 
for payable within one year, and to renew any note or notes as 
may be given for a period of less than one year, in accordance 
with Section 17, Chapter 44 of the General Laws, or take any ac- 
tion in relation thereto. 


ART. 6. To see if the town will choose a director in accord- 
ance with the provisions of Chapter 128, Section 41 of the General 
Laws, in connection with County Aid to Agriculture, to serve one 
year, or take any action in relation thereto. 


ART. 7. To see what the town will vote to do with the money 
received from the county known as the “Dog Fund,” or take any 
action in relation thereto. 


ART. 8. To see if the town will vote to pay the tree warden 
the sum of $25.00 per year as salary and the further sum of $1.05 
per hour for all time that he shall expend in actual labor in con- 
nection with his department, and which amount is included in 
the budget, or take any action in relation thereto. 


ART. 9. To see if the town will vote to authorize the town 
treasurer, with the approval of the Board of Selectmen, to sell or 
dispose of the property acquired by the town through Treasurer’s 
Deeds on Tax Titles foreclosed by Commissioner’s affidavit of land 
of low value, or by foreclosure through the Land Court. 


ART. 10. To see if the town will vote to fix the salary and 
compensation of all elective officers of the town as provided by 
Section 108, of Chapter 41, General Laws to be made effective 
from January 1, 1954 as contained in the budget, or take any 
action in relation thereto. 


ART. 11. To appropriate such sums of money as may be 
necessary to defray town charges for the year ensuing by taxa- 
tion, from surplus, from reserve funds or accounts, or otherwise. 
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ART. 12. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate a sum of money to pay outstanding bills for the year 1953, or 
take any action in relation thereto. 


ART. 13. To see if the town will vote to appropriate from 
surplus revenue the amount of the State allotment for Chapter $1 
maintenance with the provision that reimbursement from the 
State when received be restored to surplus revenue, or take any 
action in relation thereto. 


ART. 14. To see if the town will vote to appropriate from 
surplus revenue the amount of State and County allotments for 
Chapter 90 Maintenance and Chapter 90 Construction with the 
provision that reimbursement from the State and County when 
received be restored to surplus revenue, or take any action in 
relation thereto. 


ART. 15. To see if the town will vote to transfer a sum of 
money from the Road Machinery Earnings Reserve Account to 
the Road Machinery Repair and Operation Account, or take any 
action in relation thereto. 


ART. 16. To see if the town will vote to purchase from the 
Road Machinery Earnings Reserve Account: Two 1954 Ford 2- 
ton, two-speed axle, dump trucks; One 1954 Ford V-8 % ton Pick- 
up truck; One post hole digger and two welding outfits; or take 
any action in relation thereto. 


ART. 17. To see if the town will vote to sell or trade one 
1947 Ford 2 ton dump truck, one 1948 Ford % ton Pickup, or take 
any action in relation thereto. 


ART. 18. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate from taxation, surplus revenue, by issuing notes and bonds 
of the Town, or otherwise a sum of money for roadway and 
drainage construction on South Main Street from Burrill Avenue 
to the Square as per plan on file in the Office of Public Works 
Department, Greenfield, Massachusetts, or take any action in 
relation thereto. 


ART. 19. To see if the town will vote to sell or trade the 
present police car and raise and appropriate from available 
funds, taxation or otherwise any sum of money for the purchase 
of a new car, or take any action in relation thereto. 
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ART. 20. To see if the town will vote to accept Section 16C 
of Chapter 147, General Laws, which provides that members of 
the Police Department shall be excused from duty for two days 
out of every seven without loss of pay and appropriate any sum 
of money necessary for the employment of an additional Police 
Officer, or take any action in relation thereto. 


ART. 21. To see if the town will vote to accept the pro- 
visions of Section 111D, of Chapter 41, General Laws, which pro- 
vides that all members of its regular Police Force may be granted 
a vacation without loss of pay. Such vacations to be computed 
in the following manner: For five years’ service but less than 
ten years’ service, a vacation of three weeks, for ten years’ service 
or more, a vacation of four weeks, or take any action in relation 
thereto. 


ART. 22. To see if the town will vote to appropriate a sum 
of money to acquire by purchase a piece of snow removal equip- 
ment, or take any action in relation thereto. 


ART. 23. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Select- 
men to sell the following : One Square D, Saxlex Panel 250 volts, 
600 Amp. Mains, 8.30 Amp. Fused, Circuits, 8.60 Amp. Fused cir- 
cuits, 2 100 Amp. Fused Circuits all 3 pole. One Square D Switch 
250 volts, 600 Amp. 3 pole, Fused 3 Fuses, Type C. Miscellaneous 
lengths of wire and cable from 600 cm to No. 6 T.W., also small 
amounts of E.M.T. Conduit and fittings, or take any action in 
relation thereto. 


ART. 24. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate a sum of money to replace or repair the present existing gate 
and repair the stone work at the north end of Lake Mattawa, or 
take any action in relation thereto. 


ART. 25. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate a sum of money to clean the upper end of Vorce’s reservoir, 
or take any action in relation thereto. 


ART. 26. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Se- 
lectmen to sell two existing buildings now located on the former 
Lord property in Orange by private sale, or take any action in re- 
lation thereto.

north to the residence of Stanley Durkee, 272 Mechanic Street, 
and Kenneth Williams, 290 Mechanic Street, or take any action 
in relation thereto. 


ART. 28. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate a sum of money to install and maintain a street light on the 
New Athol Road abutting property of Mrs. Mary Grigalunas, or 
take any action in relation thereto. 


ART. 29. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate a sum of money to install and maintain two street lights on 
South Road between Magoon Road and the residence of Melvin 
O. Schouler, or take any action in relation thereto. 


ART. 30. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate a sum of money for the construction of a standpipe or a reser- 
voir and a building for a pumping station and for laying of water 
mains of not less than 6” but less than 16” in diameter and for 
the development of additional well fields including wells, pipes 
and original pumping station equipment and to acquire land by 
purchase or eminent domain for the North Orange-Tully public 
water system; and to determine whether the money shall be pro- 
vided for from available funds, surplus revenue, taxation, borrow- 
ing for a period not to exceed 30 years and issuing notes or 
bonds of the town therefor, or otherwise, or take any action in 
relation thereto.

ation, borrow and issue bonds or notes of the town therefor, or 
otherwise, any sum of money to pay for same, or take any action 
in relation thereto. 


ART. 34. To see if the town will vote to extend the town 
water system from the Martin Farm on North Main Street along 
North Main Street to the Arthur Lundgren Farm a distance of ap- 
proximately 3000 feet, or take any action in relation thereto. 


ART. 35. To see if the town will vote to extend the public 
water system from the intersection, or four corners, on North 
Main Street near the Arthur Lundgren Farm easterly along Cross 
Road to the John Moore Farm a distance of approximately 2150: 
feet, or take any action in relation thereto. 


ART. 36. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropri-- 
ate a sum of money to extend the public water system from its 
present terminus at the end of West Main Street, westerly to the 
home of Alwin R. Knechtel, or take any action in relation thereto. 


ART. 37. To see if the town will vote to accept that tract of 
land off Fryeville Road, in the Tully section, heretofore known as 
“Mayo Road” and as laid out and described in a survey by N. J. 
Hunting dated August 1951 and to be recorded and all at no ex- 
pense to the town and provided that all abutters grant release 
deeds to the town, or take any action in relation thereto. 


ART. 38. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate a sum of money to acquire by purchase a tract of land from 
the DeWitt _C. Martin Heirs containing about five acres more or 
less and lying north of the proposed Hamilton Avenue Extension 
and extending to the Millers River, or take any action in relation 
thereto. 


ART. 39. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate from taxation, surplus revenue, by issuing notes and bonds 
of the Town, or otherwise, a sum of money for the installation of 
a drainage system to carry away surface water from a point near 
the junction of West River Street and Briggs Street, thence north- 
erly by the Allen house and the Songer house to land acquired 
by the Town from DeWitt Martin Heirs, according to a survey 
submitted to the Highway Department, or take any action in rela- 
tion thereto.

The Finance Committee would like to take this opportunity 
to compliment the departments on their efforts to stay within 
their budgets during the year. 

However, to meet unforeseen or emergency expenses the Com- 
mittee has recommended the following transfers from the Reserve 
Fund as follows:

From January 19th to February 10th the Committee has con- 
ferred with the various departments and has given the head of 
each department an opportunity to discuss his budget. 

The appropriations recommended by the Committee come to 
a total of $644,182.70 as against $631,929.25 appropriated at the 
1953 annual Town Meeting, an increase of $13,253.45. Major in- 
creases were in the following departments: School Department, 
Visiting Nurse, Chapter 90 Construction, Parks and Playgrounds, 
Airport and Water Department. Old Age Assistance, Aid to De- 
pendent Children, Welfare, Veterans’ Benefits and Maturing Debt 
show the greatest decreases.
